Which 
made Cofmus a Duke of Florence ſay, , We are 
commanded ta forgive our enemies, hut we 
never read that we are bid to forgive our 
friends. And that which makes our con« 
tencion ſo much the more grievous, is, that 
one ſpeciall means that God hath appointed 
for the unicing of Brethren, is become a 
ound of the greateſt quarrell. The Lords 
Looper la feaf of Loves, a communion or- 
dained co nouriſh union, and yer at this feaſt 
wehavefound a bone of contention, and an 
apple of ſtrife. And it is obſervable, that 
when any liſten to ſeducing ſpirits, and ſe- 
parate from this ordinance,they grow ſowre 
and ſullen to their deareſt friends. Our Sa- 
viour Chriſt foretelling the evills of the lat- 
terdayes, givesthis as a badge of the laſt and 
worſt, the old and cold age of the world :

The ſame grand Here- 
ticks have made their Injun&ions, Precepts, 
Traditions, of equall authority with the 


Word of God : So did the Councel of Trent 


at their fourth Seſſion. 

Some times have been more infamous for the 
oppoſition that was made again the Prieſt- 
hood of Chriſt, who made-peace for us by his 


Death, and flill maintains our peace by his 
laterceſſion, "Thus the Papifis have mightily 
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oppoled Cha Prieſthood , by their do, 
trine of Juſtihcation by Works, their fg

tion, prayers to Saints. Every man ( i 
they ) muſt ſuffer for his owne particula; 
yea, the works of one may ſuffice for ane- 
ther : So ſay the Khemiſis in their Annoty 
tions, Rom.

 Buttheſe times are ſuch as do moreclerr- 
ly fight againſt the Kingdome of Chriſt;
